"Temples  of  the  Church  are  one  on  the  greatest 
means  of  character  building  and  have  a  special 
place  in  the  Church  aside  from  the  ordinances 
given  and  performed  within." 

This  statement  by  President  David  O.  McKay 
highlighted  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  Logan 
Temple,  held  Sunday,  May  17,  in  the  assembly 
room  of  the  temple. 

The  commemorative  services  were  held  under 
the  direction  of  Temple  President  A.  George 
Raymond  with  a  congregation  of  approximately 
900  persons  all  attending  by  special  invitation. 


COUNSELLORS  SET  APART 

The  two  counsellors  in  the  First  Presidency  were 
set  apart  to  their  new  positions  Thursday,  June  18 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  by  President  David  O. 
McKay. 

President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  was  set  apart  as 
first  counsellor  and  President  Henry  D.  Moyle  as 
second  counsellor  to  which  positions  they  were 
appointed  last  Friday. 

The  ordinance  of  setting  apart  took  place  before 
the  weekly  meeting  in  the  Temple  of  the  First 
Presidency  and  Council  of  the  Twelve. 


M.I.A.  DANCE  FESTIVAL 

The  June  22  issue  of  TIME  magazine  carries  an  illustrated  article  en- 
titled "Dancing  Denomination",  telling  about  the  M.I.A.  Dance  Festival  held 
at  the  University  of  Utah  Stadium  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Almost  8,000  dancers 
took  part  in  the  Festival. 
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QUITE  frequently  we  are  faced 
with  adverse  literature  and 
among  the  most  common  of  accusa- 
tions made  is  that  we  believe  Adam 
is  our  God.  The  reference  used  is 
from  the  writings  of  Brigham 
Young,  and  has  come  to  be  known 
as  the  Adam  God  theory.  The  im- 
plication that  we  worship  Adam  in 
place  of  God  our  Eternal  Father  is 
false  and  missionaries  and  members 
should  be  well  prepared  to  set  forth 
our  true  belief  concerning  this 
theory. 

The  following  statement  issued  by 
the  Church  should  clarify  and  assist 
us  in  defending  this  false  accusation. 
The  statement  made  by  Brigham 
Young  is  as  follows: 

"He  (Adam)  helped  to  make  and 
organise  this  world.  He  is  Michael 
the  Archangel,  and  Ancient  of  Days, 
about  whom  holy  men  have  written 
and  spoken.  He  is  our  father  and 
our  god,  and  the  only  god  with 
whom  we  have  to  do." 

If  the  enemies  of  the  Church  who 
quote  this  wished  to  be  honest,  they 
could  not  help  seeing  that  President 
Brigham  Young  definitely  declares 
that  Adam  is  Michael,  the  Arch- 
angel, the  Ancient  of  Days,  which 
indicates  definitely  that  Adam  is  not 
Elohim,  or  the  God  whom  we 
worship,  who  is  the  Father  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Further,  they  could  see  that 
President  Young  declared  that  Adam 
helped  to  make  the  earth.  If  he 
helped  then  he  was  subordinate  to 
someone  who  was  superior.  In 
another  paragraph  in  that  same  dis- 
course. President  Young  said:  "It  is 
true  that  the  earth  was  organised  by 
three  distinct  characters,  namely, 
Elohim.  Jehovah,  and  Michael." 
Here  he  places  Adam,  or  Michael, 
third  in  the  list,  and  hence  the  least 
important  of  the  three  mentioned, 
and  this  President  Young  understood 


perfectly.  We  believe  that  Adam, 
known  as  Michael,  had  authority  in 
the  heavens  before  the  world  was 
framed.  He  dwelt  in  the  presence 
of  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  was 
subject  to  their  direction  as  the 
Scriptures  plainly  indicate.  Again 
in  this  discourse,  President  Young 
said:  "When  the  Lord  by  His  power 
and  wisdom  organised  the  mortal 
tabernacle  of  man,  we  were  made 
first  spiritual  (i.e.  in  heaven)  and 
afterwards  temporal  (i.e.  on  this 
earth.)"  Now  what  man  was  orga- 
nised first  by  the  Lord?  Naturally, 
it  was  Adam,  and  so  President 
Young  taught  in  this  very  same  dis- 
course. There  are  Gods  above  him, 
even  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

To  believe  that  Adam  is  a  God, 
should  not  be  strange  to  any  person 
who  accepts  the  Bible.  When  Jesus 
was  accused  of  blasphemy  because 
he  claimed  to  be  the  Son  of  God,  he 
answered  the  Jews:  "Is  it  not  written 
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in  your  law,  I  said,  Ye  are  gods? 
If  he  called  them  gods  unto  whom 
the  word  of  God  came,  and  the 
scriptures  cannot  be  broken;  Say  ye 
of  him,  whom  the  Father  hath  sanc- 
tified, and  sent  into  the  world:  Thou 
blasphemest  because  I  said,  I  am  the 
Son  of  God?"    (John  10:  34-36.) 

Paul  said  writing  to  members  of 
the  Church  in  Rome:  "For  as  many 
as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they 
are  the  sons  of  God."  (Romans 
8:14)  And  to  the  Galatians  he  said: 
"And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath 
sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  His  Son  into 
your  hearts  crying,  Abba,  Father." 

The  expression,  that  Adam  is  the 
only  God  with  whom  we  have  to  do, 
has  caused  great  discussion  and  the 
question  naturally  arises,  do  we  not 
have  to  do  with  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  Father?  Certainly  we  do,  and  we 
are  taught  to  pray  to  the  Father  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son, 
and  all  that  we  do  is  to  be  done  in 
the  name  of  the  Son.  To  make  clear 
what  President  Young  had  in  mind, 
I  will  give  this  illustration. 

The  army  is  composed  of  a  great 
number  of  privates  and  officers  of 
various  ranks.  The  private  in  the 
army  is,  of  course,  under  the  cap- 
tain, and  the  captain  is  under  the 
colonel  who  receives  instructions 
from  his  superior  officers.  In  other 
words,  the  only  person  with  whom 
the  private  has  to  do  is  his  captain. 
This  illustration  may  seem  rather 
crude,  but  I  think  it  will  convey  the 
thought. 

President  Brigham  Young  was 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
doctrine  of  the  Church.  He  studied 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  and 
many  times  quoted  from  it  the  par- 
ticular passages  concerning  the 
relationship  of  Adam  to  Jesus 
Christ.  He  knew  perfectly  well  that 
Adam  was  subordinate  and  obedient 
to  Jesus  Christ.  He  knew  perfectly 
that  Adam  had  been  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  human  family  by  com- 
mandment of  the  Father,  and  this 
doctrine  he  taught  during  the  many 
years  of  his  ministry.  When  he  said 
Adam  was  the  only  god  with  whom 
we  have  to  do,  he  evidently  had  in 
mind  this  passage  given  through 
Joseph  Smith  and  found  in  the  Doc- 
trine and  Covenants,  (Section 
78:  15-16). 


"That  you  may  come  up  unto  the 
crown  prepared  for  you,  and  be 
made  rulers  over  many  kingdoms, 
saith  the  Lord  God,  the  Holy  One 
of  Zion  (i.e.  Jesus  Christ)  who  hath 
established  the  foundation  of  Adam- 
ondi-Ahman.  Who  hath  appointed 
Michael  (Adam)  your  prince,  and 
established  his  feet,  and  set  him 
upon  high,  and  given  him  the  keys 
of  salvation,  under  the  counsel  and 
direction  of  the  Holy  One,  who  is 
without  beginning  of  days  and  end 
of  life." 

This  doctrine  was  also  taught  by 
Joseph  Smith,  who  said: 

"The  Priesthood  was  first  given  to 
Adam.  He  obtained  it  in,  the  Crea- 
tion, before  the  world  was  formed. 
He  had  dominion  given  him  over 
every  living  creature.  He  is  Michael 
the  Archangel,  spoken  of  in  the 
Scriptures.  —  The  Priesthood  is  an 
everlasting  principle,  and  existed 
with  God  from  eternity,  and  will  to 
eternity  without  beginning  of  days 
or  end  of  years.  The  keys  have  to 
be  brought  from  heaven  whenever 
the  Gospel  is  sent.  When  they  are 
revealed  from  heaven,  it  is  by 
Adam's  authority. — Christ  is  the 
Great  High  Priest,  Adam  next." 


If  the  keys  of  salvation  have  been 
committed  to  the  hands  of  Adam, 
under  the  direction  of  Jesus  Christ, 
then  is  there  anything  out  of  place 
for  President  Brigham  Young  to 
declare  that  it  is  Adam  with  whom 
we  have  to  do?  And  yet  here  is  the 
acknowledgment  of  the  superiority 
of  Jesus  Christ.  This  being  true, 
then  the  human  family  is  imme- 
diately subject  to  Adam  and  he  to 
the  Redeemer  of  the  world.  Again, 
to  illustrate  this  point:  In  the 
Cnurch  we  have  a  presiding  officer 
whom  we  call  the  Bishop,  he  has  full 
charge  in  the  ward  over  which  he 
presides.  This  bishop  is  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Stake  President, 
(Continued  on  page  197) 
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"T>E  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as 

L*  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
is  perfect."  (Matthew  5:48.)  With 
these  words  the  Lord  established  the 
goal  that  each  of  us  is  to  strive  for. 

The  goal  is  high,  but  it  is  within 
the  reach  of  each  one  of  us.  Even 
as  in  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  life, 
progress  is  not  attained  suddenly  but 
comes  with  conscientious  and  con- 
tinued effort;  so  in  climbing  the 
path  which  leads  to  perfection,  we 
must  be  methodical  and  persistent. 

The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us.  He 
has  given  us  "guidance  signs"  to 
keep  us  on  the  course. 

These  guidance  signs  are  the 
simple  principles  of  the  gospel.  Even 
as  in  traffic,  so  with  the  road  that 
leads  to  Celestial  Glory,  there  are 
many  one  way  streets.  In,  each  case 
if  we  heed  the  directions  given  us 
we  will  arrive  at  our  destination  in 
safety,  but  if  we  ignore  them  the 
chances  are  very  strong  that  we  will 
run  into  injury  and  finally  disaster. 

Wisely  have  we  been  counselled, 
"Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you." 
(Matthew  6:33).  He  that  is  seeking 
or  placing  the  Kingdom  of  God  first 
will  live  each  day,  earnestly  en- 
deavouring to  learn  more  of  the 
"plan  of  life  and  salvation"  and  to 
live  it.  He  will  honestly  try  to  walk 
in  the  light  that  he  has  received. 

It  has  been  said  that  our  life  is 
like  that  of  a  railroad  engineer 
driving  his  train  through  the  dark 
night.  He  moves  the  train  forward, 
unafraid,  because  the  headlight 
shows    him    the    path    immediately

ahead,  and  he  has  faith  that  when 
he  has  driven  the  train  that  far  that 
the  headlight  will  illuminate  the 
way  for  an  additional  distance. 

And  so  it  is  with  life.  As  we  live 
in  the  light  of  the  understanding 
that  we  have  today,  God  will  bless 
us  with  increased  faith,  strength  and 
knowledge  to  illuminate  our  path 
tomorrow. 

As  in  travelling  our  city  and 
country  highways,  we  find  ourselves 
repeatedly  at  the  "crossroads"  and 
have  to  decide  which  road  to  take 
that  we  may  reach  our  destination.

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THE   SUPREME    SACRIFICE

Today  is  the  27th  June,  and  as 
I  sit  at  my  desk  preparing  to  write 
an  article  for  our  C.S.M.,  I  am 
reminded  that  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  years  ago  to  the  day, 
Joseph  Smith  and  his  brother 
Hyrum  were  martyred.  As  I  scan 
back  over  the  years  and  review  the 
accomplishments  of  the  Church,  it 
seems  such  a  long  time  ago  and 
yet,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  years 
is  not  so  long;  less  than  thirty 
years  more  than  President  McKay 
is  old  and  only  a  few  years  more 
than  twice  my  age.  What  a  tre- 
mendous accumulation  of  history 
in  these  few  years.  It  makes  one 
stand  in  amazement  at  the  things 
God  has  wrought.  Today,  as  we 
view  this  tragic  event  of  the  past, 
there  is  much  evidence  that 
Joseph  and  Hyrum  did  not  die  in 
vain.  They  spilled  their  blood  for 
the  greatest  cause  of  our  time, 
a  cause  second  only  to  the  advent 
of  Jesus,  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world.  They  died  as  a  witness  that 
the  Kingdom  of  God  had  been 
established  under  their  instrumen- 
tality and  as  a  testimony  that  God 
and  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son,  had 
only  a  few  years  previously  visited 
the  boy  Joseph  in  a  Sacred  Grove. 


What  a  current  of  events  fol- 
lowed this  declaration.  Clergymen, 
devout  Christians,  men  everywhere 
rose  up  in  firm  opposition  and 
from  that  day  until  his  martyr- 
dom, the  young  Prophet  knew  no 
peace.  The  lives  of  these  two 
young  men  followed  the  pattern 
of  the  Biblical  prophets,  and  in 
the  words  of  Ray  B.  West,  a  non- 
Mormon  writer,  the  mob  "un- 
wittingly provided  Joseph  with  the 
final  correspondence  between  his 
Church  ,-nd  the  original  Church  of 
Christ    —    martyrdom". 

Ii  the  enemies  of  Mormonism 
thought  that  murdering  then- 
leader  would  stop  its  growth,  they 
were  sadly  mistaken,  for  the  Lord 
five  years  before  had  said:  "As  well 
might  man  stretch  forth  his  puny 
arm  to  stop  the  Missouri  river  in 
its  decreed  course,  or  to  turn  it  up 
stream,  as  to  hinder  the  Almightv 
from  pouring  down  knowledge 
from  heaven  upon  the  heads  of 
the  Latter-Day  Saints".  (Doctrine 
and    Covenants    121:33.) 

To  sav  that  the  Church  has  not 
faced  difficult  periods,  would  not 
be   true.    There   were  times   when

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A  N  old  and  inspiring  prophet 
**■  once  said,  "But  now,  O  Lord, 
thou  art  our  Father;  we  are  the  clay, 
and  thou  our  potter,  and  we  are  the 
work  of  thy  hand."

of  art.  Many  attempts  were  made 
to  achieve  the  correct  formula  of 
mortar  so  the  quagmire  might 
cement  in  the  simplest  and  graceful 
forms  when  tested  by  the  infernal 
heat.  A  number  of  times  pressure 
was  applied  and  the  vessel  crumbled 
necessitating  the  mire  to  be  thrown 
back  into  the  pit  and  mixed  once 
more.  This  may  well  be  a  remark- 
able analogy  in  life. 

We  are  but  the  spirit  children  of 
God  clothed  with  this  mortal  coil  to 
be  tested  and  tried  by  fire  until  we 
reach  our  consumation  and  become 
a  polished  shaft  in  the  quiver  of  the 
Almighty.  We  have  not  been  given 
this  physical  tabernacle  to  follow 
our  own  natural  inclinations  and  the 
fabricated  sophism  that  infiltrates 
our  ranks  daily,  but  rather  to  refine 
those  developing  attributes  dictated 
through  the  molding  powers  of  the 
spirit.  Amidst  this  eternal  plan  God 
has  declared  the  purpose  for 
inhabiting  this  earth,  "And  we  will 
prove  them  herewith  to  see  if  they 
will  do  all  things  whatsoever  the 
Lord  their  God  shall  command 
them."

our  creator.  God  has  ordained  this 
life  as  our  probationary  state  and 
capacities. 

The  scriptures  outline  a  beautiful 
formula  for  guiding  ones  character 
into  a  life  of  glowing  service.  The 
Lord  himself  has  said,  "Seek  not  to 
declare  my  work,  but  first  seek  to 
obtain  my  word,  and  then  shall  your 
tongue  be  loosed;  then,  if  you

(D.  &  C.  11:21.)  Here  God  has  un- 
veiled the  first  building  block  to- 
ward that  structure  of  use.  attaching 
a  beautiful  and  simple  promise.  A 
good  investment  in  knowledge  pays 
the  best  interest,  building  a  store 
house  of  wealth,  but  yet  practise  is 
the  key  to  that  treasure.     If  we  are 
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likening  ourselves  to  the  polished 
vessels  of  God,  let  them  be  full. 
Empty  creations  vibrate  the  loudest 
echoes. 

To  accomplish  this  overnight  is 
impossible.  It  takes  God  hundreds 
of  years  to  mature  those  towering 
temples  of  timber  that  stand  erect 
along  the  misty  slopes  of  the  great 
Red  Wood  Drive  and  only  sixty 
days  to  ripen  a  pumpkin.  Good 
growth  is  slow  growth  and  is 
accomplished    line    upon    line    and 


others  with  this  glorious  light.  As 
Truman  Angel  said,  "Through  the 
priesthood,  the  lost  will  find  their 
way".  Our  creator  cannot  act 
through  his  bearers  until  they  com- 
pletely submit  themselves  into  his 
hands. 

Someone  once  said.  "Where  ever 
you  find  a  human  being,  there  also 
you  will  find  an  opportunity  for  acts 
of  kindness".  In  part  we  all  are  the 
moldings  of  our  master  architect,  so 
in  turn  he  expects  labour  and  refine-

precept  upon  precept,  here  a  little 
there  a  little.  Building  good  charac- 
ter is  a  long  arduous  task. 

The  foundation  to  this  earthly 
assignment  is  the  revealing  powers 
of  the  priesthood,  but  unfortunately 
many  fail  to  comprehend  its  import- 
ance. Many  members  anticipating 
this  calling  have  said  it  is  an 
emblem  of  more  influence,  while 
others  holding  the  priesthood  state 
it  is  more  authority,  but  this  is  not 
the  case.  The  priesthood  is  the 
same  with  all  in  the  higher  endow- 
ment, only  there  are  numerous 
offices  to  which  we  act  in  different 
manner.  When  we  look  at  those  in 
presiding  offices  of  the  church  they 
may  well  be  considered  as  first 
among  equals.  As  long  as  this 
attitude  prevails  a  wholesome  spirit 
will  abide,  but  just  as  soon  as  a  man 
begins  to  look  at  his  office  in  the 
Priesthood  as  a  token  of  superiority 
over  his  fellow  beings,  then  priest- 
craft replaces  priesthood.  The 
authority  of  God  is  given  to  us  so 
we  might  govern  ourselves  upon 
correct     principles     and     illuminate 


ment  among  the  least  of  them 
excluding  none.  Spare  moments  are 
the  gold  dust  of  time.  Of  all  the 
portions  of  our  life,  the  spare 
moments  are  the  most  fruitful  in 
good  or  evil.  What  marvellous 
opportunities  we  have  here  in  this 
good  land.  Above  all  this  a  great 
Nephite  prophet  exclaimed :  "When 
you  are  in  the  service  of  your  fellow 
beings,  you  are  only  in  the  service 
of  your  God".  This  is  how  the 
Father  wants  our  progression  to  be 
and  his  vessels  filled  with  acceptance 
of  challenge  and  not  impregnated 
with  hypocrisy  and  dead  mens 
bones. 

A  well-known  Afrikaans  writer 
once  stated,  "When  we  have  a  reli- 
gion, we  must  do  one  of  two  things 
with  it  .  .  .  spread  it  or  give  it  up. 
If  it  is  true  we  will  spread  it,  if  it  is 
false  we  will  give  it  up".  Herein 
lies  a  challenge  to  our  priesthood 
holders.  Are  we  measuring  up  to 
the  covenants  made  upon  inaugura- 
tion into  the  Church?  It  is  a  very 
erroneous  teaching  to  believe  pro- 
crastination can  be  reconciled  with 
impunity.  Honesty  with  oneself 
brings  a  closeness  to  God  and  a 
fuller  realisation  of  life's  purpose. 
To  have  the  approval  of  your  con- 
science when  you  are  alone  with 
your  thoughts  is  like  being  in  the 
company  of  true  and  loving  friends. 
To  merit  your  own  self  respect  gives 
strength  of  character.    Conscience  is 
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LEADERSHIP 
—YOUTH. 


MANY  times  as  a  youth,  sitting 
in  church,  I  would  hear  the 
speakers  say:  "The  youth  of  to-day 
will  surely  become  the  leaders  of 
to-morrow."  Of  course,  I  just  could 
not  see  this  ever  happening  to  me 
or  others  around  me,  but  YOUTH 
I  can  tell  you  that  there  is  no 
truer  saying  than  this,  and  I  know 
that  we  older  people  still  tell  you 
that  to-day  and  as  surely  as  the 
morning  follows  night  you  will  be- 
come leaders  in  Zion.  Prepare 
yourselves  now,  don't  let  chances 
slip  by,  don't  be  content  to  let 
others  do  all  the  work,  but  get  in 
and  put  your  shoulder  to  the 
wheel.  It  is  not  always  easy,  and  of 
course  sometimes  you  will  think 
that  the  whole  world  is  against 
you,  but  don't  lose  hope.  The  Lord 
will  always  help  you  if  you  will 
but  ask  and  live  according  to  His 
teachings. 

But  let  us  remember,  dear 
brothers  and  sisters,  that  we  can- 
not all  be  leaders;  there  must  be 
some  followers,  so  don't  let  little, 
petty  differences  of  opinion  creep 
into  your  organisations  and  spoil 
not  only  you  but  those  with  whom 
you  come  in  contact.  Love  and  be 
loved;  remember  that  this  great

QUESTION: 

IN  our  Apostacy  lesson  we  com- 
pare the  organisation  of 
Christ's  Church  with  a  building 
and  then  point  out  eleven  offices 
within  the  priesthood,  one  of 
these  being  "prophets."  Is  it  cor- 
rect to  say  that  a  prophet  is  an 
office  of  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood? Please  explain  the  meaning 
of  the  term  "prophet."  Can  it  be 
rightfully  used  in  our  Apostacy 
lesson? 
ANSWER: 

According  to  Priesthood  and 
Church  government,  the  offices  of 
the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  are  as 
follows:  1st.  Elder:  2nd,  Seventy; 
3rd,  High  Priest;  4th,  Patriarch, 
who  is  chosen  from  among  the 
High  Priests;  5th,  Apostle;  6th, 
The  Presidency  of  the  High  Priest- 
hood. In  the  Aaronic  Priesthood 
we  have:  1st,  Deacon;  2nd, 
Teacher;  3rd.  Priest;  and  4th, 
Bishop,  who  is  presiding  Priest  of 
the  Aaronic  Order.  The  names  of 
the  offices  arising  from  or  growing 
out  of  the  several  offices  of  the 
Melchizedek  Priesthood  are  as  fol- 
lows: 1st,  President  of  the  Church 
and  two  Counsellors,  2nd,  Prophet; 
3rd,  Seer;  4th,  Revelator;  5th, 
Translator.  In  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  the  Lord  speaks  of  a 
prophet  as  one  who  is  called  or  one 
who.  receives  a  special  gift.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  it  would  be 
more  correct  to  designate  a  pro- 
phet as  an  officer  rather  than  an 
office  in  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood. President  David  O.  McKay  is 
the  Prophet  of  the  Church,  or,  in 
other  words,  he  has  been  given  a 
special  calling  and  also  special 
gifts;  i  and  thus  he  presides  as  the 
High  Priest  over  all  the  High 
Priesthood  of  the  Church. 

I  have  checked  the  Apostacy 
lesson,  and  I  can  see  no  difficulty, 
as  certainly  the  Church  is  built  on 
the   structure   of    the    Priesthood.

which  includes  the  various  offices 
and  also  officers  of  that  Priest- 
hood. This  same  thing  applies  to 
pastors.  The  meaning  of  a  pastor 
is  a  shepherd  of  a  flock,  which 
could  include  a  Bishop  or  a  Stake 
President  or  a  Branch  President. 
A  Pastor,  therefore,  is  not  an  or- 
dained office  in  the  Priesthood,  but 
he  is  a  very  important  officer  and 
is  essential  to  our  church  organi- 
sation or,  as  designated  in  the 
lesson,   a  structure  or  building. 

Let  us  examine  the  meaning  of 
the  word  prophet.  The  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  has  this  to  say:  "A 
prophet  is  a  person  who  knows  by 
personal  revelation  from  the  Holy 
Ghost  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son 
of  God.  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus 
is  the  Spirit  of  Prophecy.  Accord- 
ingly, every  prophet  bears  record  of 
Christ.  To  Him  give  all  the  pro- 
phets witness  ("Acts  10:43).  and  if  a 
professing  minister  of  salvation  is 
not  a  witness  for  Christ  he  is  not 
a  prophet.  Nothing  more  than  the 
testimony  of  Jesus  is  needed  to 
make  a  person  a  prophet:  and  if 
this  revealed  knowledge  has  not 
been  received,  a  person  is  not  a 
prophet,  no  matter  how  many 
other  talents  or  gifts  he  may  have. 
But  when  a  person  has  received 
revelation  from  the  spirit  certify- 
ing to  the  divinity  of  Christ  he  is 
then  in  a  position  to  press  forward 
in  righteousness  and  gain  other 
revelations,  including  those  which 
foretell  future  events.  Prophets  in 
all  ages  accordingly  have  taken 
frequent  occasion  to  foretell  the 
future.  Search  the  revelations  of 
God,  study  the  prophecies  and  re- 
joice that  God  grants  unto  the 
world  Seers  and  Prophets." 

There  are.  of  course,  ranks  and 
grades  of  prophetic  responsibility 
and  authority.  Every  member  of 
the  Church  should  be  a  prophet  as 
pertaining  to  his  own  affairs.  In

I  know  what  a  wonderful  thing  it 
is  to  me  to  be  a  member  of  our 
small  branch,  and  to  realise  the 
blessings  I  have  received  since 
accepting  the  Gospel.

the  old  Testament  (Numbers  11:29), 
Moses  had  this  to  say:  "Would 
God  that  all  the  Lord's  people 
were  prophets  and  that  the  Lord 
would  put  His  Spirit  upon  them." 
Those  who  hold  offices  or  positions 
in  the  Church  should  be  prophets 
both  as  pertaining  to  their  own 
affairs  and  the  affairs  of  the 
organisation  over  which  they  pre- 
side. A  Quorum  President  should 
be  a  prophet  to  his  Quorum,  a 
Bishop  to  his  Ward,  a  Stake  Presi- 
dent to  his  Stake.  Members  of  the 
First  Presidency  and  Council  of 
the  Twelve  and  the  Patriarch  to 
the  Church  are  all  sustained  as 
Prophets,  Seers  and  Revelators  to 
the  Church.  Any  new  revelation 
tor  the  Church  would,  of  course,  be 
presented  to  the  people  by  the 
President  of  the  Church,  he  being 


the  mouthpiece  of  God  on  earth. 
Amos  said:  "Surely  the  Lord  God 
will  do  nothing  but  he  revealeth 
his  secret  unto  his  servants  the 
prophets." 

Apostles  and  prophets  are  the 
foundation  upon  which  the  organi- 
sation of  the  true  Church  rests: 
(I  Corinthians  12:28  and  Ephesians 
2:20).  Where  there  are  no  apostles 
and  prophets  there  is  no  divine 
Church,  but  where  these  offices  are 
found  there  is  the  Church  of 
Christ  in  all  its  glory,  beauty  and 
perfection.  The  inspired  promise 
is  that  these  offices  will  remain  in 
the  Church  "until  we  all  come  in 
the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto 
a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure 
of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ".  (Ephesians  4:13). 
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On  Holding  The 

Melchezedek   Priesthood

TXAVING  been  ordained  to  the 
■f-  higher  priesthood  quite  re- 
cently, my  feelings  towards  hold- 
ing this  priesthood  are.  I  feel,  pos- 
sibly a  little  immature  and  lacking 
in  experience. 

The  feelings  or  thoughts  I  have 
about  holding  the  higher  priest- 
hood are  centred  around  the  im- 
portance of  the  priesthood  and  the 
great  responsibility  in  holding  it. 
The  more  I  study  about  the  duties 
and  purpose  of  the  priesthood  I 
feel  a  great  responsibility  upon  my 
shoulders  and  that  something 
great  and  wonderful  has  been  en- 
trusted to  me.  I  feel  privileged  in- 
deed that  I  have  been  given  the 
authority  to  act  for  God. 

To  me  the  very  idea  of  "acting 
for  God"  carries  with  it  a  compel- 
ling thought  that  His  work  must 
be  properly  and  effectively  done.  I 
feel  that  by  holding  the  higher 
priesthood  we  have  to  rely  almost 
completely  upon  the  Holy  Spirit, 
for  without  His  guidance  we  can 
do  nothing.  In  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants 42:13-14  talking  about  elders, 
priests  and  teachers,  we  learn  the 
following:  "And  they  shall  observe 
the  covenants  and  church  articles 
to  do  them,  and  these  shall  be  their 
teachings  as  they  shall  be  directed 
by  the  Spirit.  And  the  Spirit  shall 
be  given  unto  you  by  the  prayer  of 
faith:  and  if  ye  receive  not  the 
Spirit  ye  shall  not  teach." 

It  is  important  for  all  priesthood 
holders  to  live  in  such  a  manner 
so  as  to  be  able  to  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost,  for  we  learn  in  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants  that  we  should  do 
nothing  unless  we  are  being  guided 
by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  by  just 
holding  the  priesthood  does  not 
serve  any  purpose,  but  by  using  the 
authority  which  we  hold  properly 
and  effectively,  only  then  will  it 
serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
given  to  man. 

The  purpose  of  the  priesthood  is 
to  bring  to  pass  the  exaltation  of 


the  children  of  God.  When  we  can 
understand  and  appreciate  the 
meaning  of  this  we  will  realise  the 
importance  of  man  holding  the 
priesthood,  and  by  realising  the 
importance  of  the  holy  priesthood 
we  the  holders  should  become  ser- 
vants of  our  fellow  being,  for 
without  the  ordinances  performed 
by  the  Holy  Priesthood  man  can- 
not  obtain  exaltation. 

Without  the  priesthood  we  would 
ha\e  nothing — in  fact,  there  would 
be  nothing.  Brigham  Young  said: 
"The  Priesthood  of  the  Son  of  God 
is  the  law  by  which  the  worlds  are, 
were  and  will  continue  for  ever 
and  ever.  It  is  the  system  which 
brings  worlds  into  existence  and 
peoples  them,  gives  them  their  re- 
volutions, their  days,  their  weeks, 
months,  years,  their  seasons  and 
times,  and  by  which  they  ...  go 
into  a  higher  state  of  existence." 

It  is  my  sincere  prayer  that  we 
who  are  priesthood  bearers  may  at 
all  times  realise  and  appreciate 
the  purpose  and  importance  of 
holding  the  priesthood  of  God. 
that  we  may  honour  it  by  living 
righteously  and  by  using  it  pro- 
perly and  effectively. 

The  religion  of  Christ  is  not 
merely  an  idea;  it  is  an  activity — 
and  eternal  life  depends  on  how 
effective  the  activity  is.

Yes,  we  have  reason  to  honour 
the  memory  of  Joseph  Smith  and 
his  brother,  Hyrum;  for  reverently 
we    declare:    "Joseph    Smith,    the 


prophet  and  Seer  of  the  Lord,  has 
done  more,  save  Jesus  only,  for  the 
salvation  of  men  in  this  world, 
than  any  other  man  that  ever 
lived  in  it." 

"He  lived  great,  and  died  great 
in  the  eyes  of  God  and  his  people:

Please 
remember  in  filling  out  these 
forms  that,  above  all,  they  must 
be  accurate  and  legible.  The 
Mission  Office  requires  two  copies 
of  this  report,  as  one  is  retained 
by  us  and  the  remaining  one  is 
forwarded  to  Church  headquarters. 
I  would  ask  you  secretaries  if  you 
would  always  make  sure  that  your 
reports  are  sent  in  on  time.  It 
makes  it  difficult  for  us  to  get  our 
report  in  on  time  if  you  are  a 
little  late  with  yours.  Mention  was 
made  last  month  with  regards  to 
your  enlistment  work.  I  see  that 
one  or  two  Branches  have  made 
great  strides  in  this  matter.  Keep 
it  up.  I  hope  that  the  rest  of  the 
Branches  will  soon  have  their  en- 
listment programmes  under  way. 
In  these  particular  Branches 
which  have  an  active  enlistment 
programme  there  seems  to  be  a 
marked  increase  in  their  attend- 
ance, so  this  work  does  have  a 
widespread  effect  even  when  car- 
ried out  by  only  one  or  two  classes. 
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Just  a  word  or  two  to  you  who 
are  Sunday  School  teachers.  Do 
you  sometimes  feel  that  you  just 
times  feel  that  you  just  cannot 
cannot  continue?  Do  you  sometimes 
feel  that  there  are  many  in  the  class 
who  have  superior  knowledge  and 
are  better  equipped  than  yourself? 
There  may  be  some  in  the  class 
who  have  a  greater  knowledge,  but 
remember  you  are  the  teacher  and 
the  whole  idea  of  a  Sunday  School 
class  is  to  share  ideas  and  know- 
ledge. You  are  there  to  guide  the 
discussion  and  to  make  use  of  the 
combined  knowledge  of  all  those 
in  the  class  so  that  each  one  of 
those  in  attendance  may  feel  they 
have  gained  something.  We  as 
members  of  the  Church  must  con- 
stantly hear  the  principles  of  the 
gospel  so  that  we  will  be  able  to 
pattern  our  lives  in  the  correct 
manner.  By  taking  active  part  in 
Sunday  School  classes  we  are  able 
to  always  keep  them  fresh  in  our 
minds.  Again  the  point  of  a  Sun- 
day School  class  is  to  make  use  of 
the  knowledge  and  experience  of 
each  and  every  member  of  the  class 
in  order  to  make  a  success  of  the 
lesson.

and  he  in  turn  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  Church.  The  only  one,  in  the 
same  sense,  with  whom  the  members 
have  to  do,  is  the  Bishop,  but  he  is 
not  the  superior  officer  by  any 
means. 

In  another  revelation  which  Presi- 
dent Young  taught  many  times,  we 
find  the  following: 

"Wherefore,  verily  I  say  unto  you 
that  all  things  unto  me  are  spiritual 
and  not  at  any  time  have  I  given 
unto  you  a  law  which  was  temporal; 
neither  any  men,  nor  the  children  of 
men;  neither  Adam,  your  father, 
whom  I  created." 

The  doctrine  taught  by  the  Church 
in  relation  to  Adam  is  clearly  de- 
fined in  the  following  taken  from 
the  107th  section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants: 

"Three  years  previous  to  the  death 
of  Adam,  he  called  Seth,  Enos, 
Cainan,  Mahalaleel,  Jared,  Enoch 
and  Methuselah,  who  were  all  high 
priests,  with  the  residue  of  his  pos- 
terity who  were  righteous,  into  the 
valley  of  Adam-ondi-Ahman,  and 
there  bestowed  upon  them  his  last 
blessing. 

And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  them, 
and  they  rose  up  and  blessed  Adam, 
and  called  him  Michael,  the  prince, 
the  archangel. 

And  the  Lord  administered  com- 
fort unto  Adam,  and  said  unto  him: 
I  set  thee  to  be  at  the  head;  a  multi- 
tude of  nations  shall  come  of  thee, 
and  thou  art  a  prince  over  them  for 
ever. 

And  Adam  stood  up  in  the  midst 
of  the  congregation;  and,  notwith- 
standing he  was  bowed  down  with 
age.  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
predicted  whatever  should  befall  his 
posterity  unto  the  latest  generation." 

From  these  passages  President 
Brigham  Young  could  very  properly 
say  that  we  are  subject  to  Adam; 


that  he  rules  over  his  posterity,  and 
he  gives  us  commandment,  even  as 
he  receives  commandment  from 
Jesus  Christ  who  directs  him  in  his 
ministry  and  will  do  so  to  the  latest 
day  of  time.  And  this  does  not 
detract  anything  from  the  power, 
greatness  and  glory  of  God  the 
Father  and  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

Men  who  harp  upon  this  saying 
in  the  discourse  of  President  Brig- 
ham  Young,  know  just  as  well  as 
they  know  anything — for  it  has 
come  to  their  attention  hundreds  of 
times,  that  Brigham  Young  did  not 
confuse  Adam  with  Jesus  Christ  or 
the  Father  whom  he  worshipped. 

There  is  a  volume  published  con- 
taining the  saying  of  President 
Young  in  which  his  doctrine  con- 
cerning the  Father  and  the  Son,  and 
Adam's  relationship  to  them  is 
clearly  declared  in  many  pages.  But 
when  men  desire  to  malign  and  mis- 
represent, such  things  count  for 
nothing. 

This  is  from  one  of  the  discourses 
of  Brigham  Young: 

"We  are  all  the  children  of  Adam 
and  Eve,  and  they  are  the  offspring 
of  Him  who  dwells  in  the  heavens, 
the  Highest  Intelligence  that  dwells 
anywhere  that  we  have  any  know- 
ledge of."  Now,  if  he  believed  what 
some  people  like  to  interpret  him  as 
saying,  then  he  could  not  say  such 
a  thing  as  that. 

Again  he  said: 

"The  greatest  desire  in  the  bosom 
of  our  Father  Adam,  or  of  his 
faithful  children  who  are  co-workers 
with  God.  our  Father  in  Heaven,  is 
to  save  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth." 

This  certainly  does  not  sound  like 
the  interpretations  erroneously 
credited  to  him,  but  rather  conveys 
his  views  in  relation  to  the  Father 
and  the  Son  and  Adam,  whom  God 
created.
